Russian Pistol Pointed 
Towards Heart Of Japan

OTTAWA, March 14—(CP)— 
The supply of manpower to keep 
up the flew of compulsory ser- 
vice recruits to the training 
centres at the rate of 5,000 a 
month has diminished to such an 
extent that the age limit shortly 
will be advanced, probably to 30 
years, a government authority 
said Friday, 

When drafting for home defence 
started in 1940 those liable for the 
draft were single men and childless 
widowe-:s who at July 1, that year 
were betwen the ages of 21 and 24 
inclusive. Men in that age group 
who married after July 15, 1940, 
were liable to be called. The 24- 
year group now are in the 26-year 
group but still are liable to compul- 

sory training and subsequent p:st- 
ing to home defence duties. 
INCREASE AGE LIMIT 

The practice has been to call up 
enough men each month to use to 
capacity all the training facilities 
not required for training volunteers 
for overseas service. , 

“It is becoming increasingly dif- 
ficult to find 5,000 men a month 
within the present age limits,” a 
government spokesman sald, “and 
shortly we shall increase the age 
mit, likely to 30 years. 

He said Prime Minister Macken- 
zie King plans to make a statement 
in the Commons before the Easter 
recéss covering the entire govern- 
ment policy for manpower mobiliza- 
tion.

Nazi Escape Path 
Narrowed By Russ 


By the Canadian Press 

Russian troops were reported to 
have narrowed the “escape corridor” 
of Hitler's armies on the Mos- 
cow front to 20 miles today as the 
Soviet counter-offensive rolled on 
toward Smolensk and crushed des- 
perate German attempts to strike 
back. 

Smolensk, 230 miles west of Mos- 
cow, is the key Nazi base on the en- 
tire central front. 

Advices reaching London said the 
Russians were steadily closing the 
jaws on a trap around German 
forces now virtually bottled up in 
the Rzhev-Vyazma region. 

The lone channel! of retreat was 
cut to a width of 20 miles, presum- 
ably near Durovo, on the Vyazma- 
Smolensk highway about 35 miles 
west of Vyazma. Russian troops 
had last been reported 70 miles 
apart in that area, driving down 
from Bely in the north and up from 
Dorogobuzh in the south.

: likely than not, 
Leland Stowe yo can't even 
get as far as brigade headquarters, 

If correspondents did not all have 
American army jeeps they would 
be simply hopelessly bogged down. 
These are just big enough to carry 
reserve gasoline, bedding rolls, pro- 
visions and typewriters so, thanks 
to the jeeps, the reporting of the 
Burma war—such reporting as phy- 
sical and military conditions per- 
mit—is being done on wheels. 


LIKE FLIVVER RIDE 

Most of the time, in all frankness, 
it is no more exciting than a criss- 
cross flivyver ride across New Mexi- 
co and Arizona would be. From 
behind dark sunglasses you see lots 
of country and get some of it in 
your ears and nose, but most of the 
time the country is monotonously 
the same. The war is also like that, 
but if you miss vivid eyewitness ac- 
counts of Burma's guerrilla-like 
warfare, this expiains why. 


The first big test under war- 
time conditions of the American 
army's piano-box on wheels, the 
four by four jeep, has occurred 
and is still occurring in Burma, 
and the jeep has already won the 
high regard of both our British 
and Chinese Allies, Delivered to 
Rangoon for shipment to China, 
these little Jack-of-all-trades cars 
have done a huge variety of em- 
ergency jobs, and also have play- 
ed a most valuable role in the 
evacuation of Rangoon. 

Our aymy scout cars piled up at 
the Rangoon docks much faster 
than the Chinese could provide 
drivers to move them into China 50 
several hundred were turned over 
to the British forces here where 
there are plenty of uses for them 
With their four-wheeled drive, ihe 
Jeeps can bounce over the roughest 
rice paddies and plunge across irvi- 
gation ditches so they are ideal fur 
liaison work behind the front, They 
are equally useful for night road- 
patrols since they can carry four 
armed men and one machine gun. 
The je@ps also can be hooked onto 
smashed planes and tow them off 
the field with far greater ease atia 
dispatch than cumbersome trucks 
can do. In a few weeks, in fact, 
the jeeps have become famous from 
One end of Burma to’ the other 


MIDGET BUZZWAGONS 

When Rangoon had been evacu- 
ated, there were still hundreds of 
Jeeps newly assembled, which 
would be a great loss to leave be 
hind, but of course, anybody who 
can drive a car can manipulaic 
these midget buzzwagons. The Chin- 
ese authorities promptly assigned a 
Jeep to anyone who would agree 


| to deliver it to Lashio, So the roads 
from Prome to Mandalay soon were 
dotted with scores of live-drab 
|}piano-boxes on wheels, yiling 


}merrily along at 40 to 45 miles an 
hour. When they encountered trucks 
nose-down in ditches. the midget 
jeeps could pull them out in a jifty 
amd many three-ton lorries were 
| saved in this fashion, 

Jeeps are now scattered all over 
Burma doing much to solve the 
British forces’ transportation and 
military problems alike. In short, 
the American army's scout car has 
Won its service stripes and will 
probably be famous all over the 
world before the war ends Seeing 
them in action in Burma, I have 
been reminded frequently what a 
tremendous asset they would have 
been in the mountains and mud- 


bogged valleys of Greece and Al- 
bania.

were away from home for several 
hours after midnight 

Asked whether Bennett had ever 
said anything about this, the boy 
replied: 

“He said that if we'd ever teli or 
open our heads about it he'd get 
rid of us.” 

Crogs-questioned by J. H. Me- 
Lure, defence counsel, the lad said 
the family was afraid of DeVitt “in 
a way.” He said his father and 
mother had been quarrelling as 
long as he could remember and the 
fighting had become worse since 
the alleged shooting 


COVERED WITH BRUSH 

Howard D. Bennett, 18, another 
of the accused's sons, said he and 
another brother had buried the 
blood-stained earth arid covered 't 
with brush and weeds which subse- 
quently were burned on the spot 

He said he was present wher 
remains were exhumed from the 
spot by a party under the direction 
of Det.-Sgt. F. A. Broadribb, of the 
criminal investigation department, 
R.C.M.P., last month. 


FINDS WEAPONS 


Sgt. Broadribb testified that af- 
ter he had arrested Bennett on the 
murder charge he found the 
weapons which allegedly were used 
to kill DeVitt still in the farm 
house. They were a .22 calibre re- 
peating rifle and a claw hammer, 

A search near the farm house, 
he sald, also uncdVered an old 
chicken house door which was 
covered with dark brown stains, 
Presumably blood which had 
trickled from DeVitt'’s wounds as 
he was carried on the door from 
the death scene to the crude, un- 
marked grave in the farm field, 

Bennett, he testified, had made no 
attempt to deny the crime. After he 
was brought to Edmonton he gave 
police a statement in which he al- 
legedly uncovered every detail of 
the murder. 

Bennett, according to the state- 
ment, had repeatedly warned DeVitt 
to “keep off my property and stay 
away from my wife.’ The man, 
however, persisted in coming, even 
in spite of a verbal warning given 
him by Const. J. H. Leyland, who 
stated he had been on duty in that 
district for several years, 


“HIT THE DIRT’ 


“It got to the point where either 
me, DeVitt or my wife had to hit 
the dirt, and I figured it might just 
as well be him," Sgt. Broadribb 
quoted the accused as stating. 

“When he came up to the farm 
house that day, f warned him to 
get away, but he kept coming and 
so I peppered him. 1 fired once 
and he fell and then 1! fired an- 
other shot into his head. But he 
still lived. { didn’t want to see 
him suffer, so 1 went in the house 
and got a hammer and ended it,” 
he was quoted as saying in the 
alleged statement. 


Bennett set forth all the details 
of the crime in the statement. 

He recounted each of the events 
which ended in the killing on that 
fateful August day. “I think it was 
August 1,” he said, “and early that 
morning I saw DeVitt chasing my 
wife down a hill near the farm gar- 
den, I chased him with one of my 
sons but we were unable to catch 
him.” 

“He came back later in the after- 
noon and I stepped out to meet him. 
As he approached he picked up a 
rusty old pickfork and I warned 
him don’t come any closer of [il 
shoot. He challenged ‘you daren't. 
I'll get you first. Then | shot him 
twice", Bennett's statement said.

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AMENDMENT TO ALBERTA SCHOOL ACT 


. Provides F or Daily Readings 


Daily Reading 
Of Scriptures 
ls Essential 


An amendment to the School 
Act providing for reading with- 
out comment of a passage from 
Scripture, followed by recitation 
of the Lord's Prayer, at the epen- 
ing of school each day, was ap- 
proved by the legislature's com- 
mittee of the whole and reported 
for third reading, Friday. 

The bill also sets out that relig- 
fous instruction, as distinguished 
from the Scripture and prayer ex- 
ercise, is allowed only in the half 
hour immediately preceding the 
closing of school in the afternoon. 

The commi'tee also reported eight 
Othe: bills, while three new ones 
were introduced, bringing the total 
to 62 introduced at the present ses- 
sion of the house 
INCOME TAX ACT 

A bill to amend the Workmen's 
Compensation Act was introduced 
by Hon, E- C. Manning, minister of 
trade and industry, The amendment 
is to bring the Order of Railway 
Conductors within the provisions of 
the act. This was done at the order's 
request. 

An act to amend the Income 
Tax Act was introduced by Hon. 
Solon E. Low, provincial treas- 
urer, who said this legislation was 
necessary on account of the pro- 
posed transfer of income and 
corporation taxing authority to 
the Dominion government for the 
war's duration and one year after. 

Hon, D. Bruce MacMillan, min- 
ister of agriculture, brought in a bill 
to amend the Lethbridge Northern 
Coloniza’ion Act. 

Second reading of the bill to 
amend and consolidate the Univer- 
sity Act was deferred to Monday 
when Hugh John Macdonald, K.C., 
Lib., Edmonton, and J. C. Mahafty, 
K.C., Ind., Calgary, suggested that’ 
members had not had sufficient 
lime to study the measure. 

Premier William Aberhart, spon- 
soring the bill as minister of educ- 
ation, agreed to let the bill stand 
over. 

Its most important provisions are 
for vesting full control of the univ- 
ersity in the board of governors 
and reduction of the senate mem- 
bership from 54 to 25 


SCHOOL ACT 


When the bill amending the 
schoo] act came up in committee, 
D. M. Duggan, Ind. Edmonton, 
asked whether any objections had 
been made to it by any organiza- 
tions. 

Premier Aberhart replied that 
the provision requiring Scripture 
reading and prayers had been 
requested by the Alberta School 
Trustees’ association and that no 
objections had been received. 

The sections relating to religion 

state: “All schools shall be opened 
by the reading, without explana- 
tion, or comment, of a passage of 
Scripture to be selected from those 
prescribed or approved for that 
purpose by the minister fof educa- 
tion), to be followed by the recita- 
tion of the Lord's Prayer: 

“Provided that any board may, 
by resolution, dispense with the 
Scripture reading or the recitation 
of the Lord's Prayer, or both. 

“No religious instruction shall be 
permitted in any school from the 
opening of the school until one- 
half hour previous to its closing in 
the afternoon, after which time any 
such instruction permitted or de- 
sired by the board may be given.” 
NON-RESIDENT PUPILS 

Changes in sections of the act re- 
garding the charges to be made for 
tuition to non-resident pupils also 
were contained in the bill. The pro- 
visions now applying to city and 
town schools are made applicable 
to school divisions. 

The premier stated that the 
maximum which an urban or 
divisional school board may 
charge for a non-resident pupil 
is the average cost of supplving 
that tuition to all its pupils in a 
particular grade. 


Also reported for third reading 
was an amendment to the Succes- 
sion Duty Act. Mr. Mahaffy ob- 
jected to the bill which provides 
that the value of savings certifi- 
cates in estates should be the par 
value in estimating the value of the 
estates for succession duty  pur- 


poses. 

Mr. Mahaffy said the principle 
has been to use the value of securi- 
ties on the day of the death in such 
estimates and criticized the Alberta 
government for throwing this “well 
established” principle “into the ash 
can”. He suggested the value used 
in estimates should be the market 
value on the geath date. 
GENERAL RULE 

Provincial Treasurer Low replied 
the general rule is not applicable 
in the case of savings certificates 
because these are not assignable or 
negotiable and they always are re- 
deemed at par value. He added 
use of the par value was the only 
possible way of treating all holders 
on an equal basis. 

Mr. Duggan objecter to the 
amendment because all certificates 
do not have the same value and be- 
cause the certificates have been 
redeemed only “spasmodically”, He 
suggested the revenue value be 
used in estimates and claimed it is 
“grossly unfair" to expect the holder 
to use the par value. He charged

Russia, as long as she is engaged in 
the war with Germany, would not 
move against Japan unless she is 
“actually attacked or thought she 
was going to be attacked.” 

Gen. Wavell said that “every 
effort’ is being made to establish 
new communication lines with the 
British forces in Burma which in * 
large measure were cut off from 
India’s arsenals through the loss 
of Rangoon, 

Japanese occupation of the chief 
Burmese seaport and with it of a 
large part of lower Burma, he 
acknowledged, is a blow more 
grave, in some respects, than the 
fall of Singapore. 

“It brings the war much closer 
to India,” he declared, “and threat-

Defence By Attack 


The battle in Macassar Strait slow- 
ed down the Japanese invasion of Cele- 
bes and Borneo by a week. The battle 
in the Java Sea halted their invasion 
of Java several days. The attack on 
their transports off New Guinea cost 
them two or three days at least in ex- 
tending their occupation of that island. 

The Australians and their compan- 
ions in arms are acting on the principle 
that the best way to defend is to attack. 
They have proof in the delay that has 
followed every blow they have dealt the 
advancing enemy on the approaches to 
Australia. The pity is that they are 
not a million strong, with corresponding 
supplies of land, sea and air equip- 
ment, 

These blows did not stop the enemy 
advance toward the Commonwealth. 
But they destroyed thousands of the 
invading forces, dozens of ships, and 
scores of planes; and they gained time 
in which to set Australia’s defences in 
order, 

These incidents also show that the 
Japanese can be stopped on any “front,” 
and how. Against them the strategy of 
attack will have to be employed, as it 
has been employed successfully against 
their Fascist and Nazi partners. When 
that becomes possible on a broad scale 
the tide in the Pacific will turn. 


Real “Public” Financing 


At the middle of the week the count 
showed that subscribers to the Victory 
loan numbered 1,506,401. The figure 
will of course go up as the tabulation 
proceeds. This means that subscrib- 
ers number more than one in eight of 
all the people in Canada, old and young 
and of both sexes. There are probably 
less than 2,500,000 families in the Do- 
minion, perhaps not many more than 
2,000,000, On this basis at least three 
out of five families are bond-holders, 
and have secured for themselves the 
protection this affords against possible 
times of financial difficulty to come. 

Immediately of course the import- 
ant and impressive fact is that this 
great proportion of our people have 
shown their personal concern in the 
cause for which we are fighting and 
their intention to carry the fight 
through to victory. Subscriptions to- 
talling upwards of 1,000 millions would 
be a creditable showing wherever the 
money was obtained. But the achieve- 
ment is far more significant and en- 
couraging because of the multitude of 
subscribers. 

Financing the war is not being left 
to the “big shots”. Almost everybody 
who is earning more than actual living 
expenses is lending a hand to the job. 
If ‘money talks” the loan proclaims in 
very emphatic tones that the nation is 
united as it never was before.

Early settlements were made on a 
basis of 7 per cent interest.

Unless the price 
of wheat to the grower is increased 
substantially, the supposed “irrevoc- 
able” settlements made in these wheat- 
growing areas will have to be revamp- 
ed, and debts still further reduced. But 
this the Boards of Review have no 
authority to do. It can only be done by 
amending the Act. 

And even should this dead-lock be 
broken by pegging wheat at a higher 
price, the anomaly would still remain 
that one farmer must pay 7 per cent 
interest while a neighbor or another 
farmer similarly located is only requir- 
ed to pay 5 per cent. In fairness the 
Act will have to be changed to iron out 
that inequality. 


Vancouver citizens are to raise 
$200,000 by popular subscription to 
carry on air raid precautions work, the 
Dominion appropriation for the pur- 
pose not being thought sufficient. 
Canadians elsewhere should have no 
difficulty understanding what this sig- 
nifies. However complacently dwellers 
in other parts of the Dominion may 
speculate on the possibility of a Japan- 
ese invasion, those who live along the 
Pacific coast are not interested in ama- 
teur guesses at Japanese strategy.

A corporation has been set up which 
will manufacture synthetic rubber in 
Canada, to be followed by others if the 
East Indies supplies are indefinitely 
cut off. The world cannot be perman- 
ently deprived of this now essential ma- 
terial just because there is war in the 
chief area of supply and because many 
of the rubber tree plantations have 
been ruined. Who knows but the 
chemist will tell us how to produce even 
a superior article from some kind of 
plant that can be grown on Canadian 
farms?

Delaying Action

A group of young men are doing some- 
thing about it. Again, they are self-start- 
ers, They aren’t sent out by the govern- 
ment; they are young men who love 
America and want to serve her. There’s a 
philosophy about America in their minds 
and hearts, 

Long before this war began, they were 
thinking, in Dartmouth and Harvard, 
about the future of the country, They be- 
lieved that war or no war universal ser- 
vice for the nation, as a definite part of 
every young man’s education ought to be 
established; service to the soi] of America; 
service to the armed forces; service wher- 
ever it was needed. 


Land Corps 


So, a few months ago, they founded the 
Volunteer Land Corps, for the purpose of 
helping out the farmers. They had made 
some tentative surveys and knew this 
would be a tough summer on the land. 
Instead of trying to start a nation-wide 
movement, they decided to do a job in a 
limited area, just to show it could be done, 
and, working in a small area to do it right. 

They chose the neighboring states of 
Vermont and New Hampshire, got in touch 
with the farm agencies there, and found 
that masses of farmers were willing to take 
college and high school students, even i 
not trained, provided they came with no 
illusions and in the right spirit. 

Then they went to universities and high 
schools, appealing to the following classes 
of young men: those below draft age; those 
rejected for minor physical disqualifica- 
tions; those registered but not yet called. 
They offered these young men jobs—as 
private soldiers of the land, at private sol- 
diers’ wages, $21 a month and board and 
room. Girls heard about it, and offered 
to join, Farmers said they'd take girls, too. 
So the Volunteer Land Corps, of agricul- 
tura] “privates” got started. 


Educational 


But these youthful enthusiasts have an 
{idea that goes beyond the essential econ- 
omic war service, They want to create in 
their land army a real esprit de corps; to 
reach out from their group to the youth of 


meetings together in the various townships 
to discuss the issues of the war and the 
future of America, They are gathering 
together a travelling library of informa- 
tional and inspirational books; they are 
planning an educational service. 

Hard work from dawn to dusk on the 
American land seems to them excellent 
pre-military training anyhow. They revive 
the old-fashioned American word of 
“help,” instead of “employee.”” They know 
that in the old days farmers depended 
chiefly on thelr own sons and daughters 
for farm work. So they offer themselves 
as foster sons and daughters. And any 
boy sixteen or over, or gH eighteen or 
over, who isn’t afraid of hard physical 
work, who can present a medical certifi- 
cate, who knows that he isn’t enlisting for 
a summer vacation but for summer toil, is 
eligible, 

hey've had a remarkable response 
from precisely that “privileged” youth that 
is supposed to be “soft’—the youth that 
is accustomed to summer vacations in re- 
sorts, and who have been quite easily per- 
suaded that they might as well pitch in 
with a pitchfork instead of with a golf 
stick, They have scouts in Vermont and 
New Hampshire doing the ground work, 
and seeing to it that the corps will get into 
decent homes—‘“‘we mean the homes of 
decent people, not homes with bathrooms, 


necessarily.” 
Idealism 


Louis Bromfield, Stuart Chase, Waldo 
Frank, and other writers who have been 
emphasizing for years the need of redis- 
covering America for Americans have 
helped them. General Robert E. Wood and 
Herbert Agar found themselves in com- 
plete agreement about the sense and ideal- 
ism in this particular movement, 

They have been operating on a shoe 
string as far as money is concerned, but 
they've made up for that lack by devotion 
and enthusiasm. And they have already 
evolved a pattern of organization, an in- 
tegration of free initiative with local gov- 
ernment agencies, and local community 
leaders, They don't hold any copyright on 
their plans. 

Any groups that want the blueprints 
can have them. But they want to make 
a single demonstration this summer in a 
single area to prove that American youth 
from all sastat’ classes, all races and all 
creeds are ready and willing to help do the 
hard, dirty work for America, and for our 
Allies. 

Their leaders are all young. The direc- 

tor is the valedictorian of the Dartmouth 
class of 1940, Arthur Root.

Victory in 1942 


By adopting a bold and fearless 
strategy, it is quite possible, in the view of 
maby experts, to stop Japan in 1942, 

ut, it must be admitted, the psycholo- 
gical and political obstacles to such a 
Strategy are very great. 

The Japanese themselves know very 
well how they can be defeated. But they 
have risked everything on the assumption 
that the United Nations, particularly the 
United States, will be unwilling to pay 
the price of victory. 

The first condition of such a victory is 
lainly a willingness to gamble with losses 
n order to seize the offensive and strike 

Japan at its weakest point, 

The first step towards this end might 
well be a vigorous attack on the Japanese 
lines of communication by submarines, 
surface raiders and aircraft carriers, 

This should be done with something 
of the audactiy shown by Nazi and Japan 
submarines in our own waters, 

It would obviously bring losses, prob- 
ably heavy ones, but if it resulted only in 
the pRB R of twelve or fourteen tankers, 
Japan's military efficiency would be dealt 
a severe blow, 


Objections 

The chief obstacle to the adoption of 
such tactics would be the desire of the 
allied navies to conserve their ships and 
men. This consideration does not prevent 
the enemy from taking even greater risks 
although neither Japan nor Germany has 
a capacity for replacing losses that is com- 
parable with our own. 

Since Japan cannot be effectively 
blockaded by naval action alone, under 
present conditions, it will also be necessary 
to strike directly at Japanese bases and 
industrial centres by air attack. 

To achieve this, we must find bases 
closer than the Aleutian Islands. Certain 
areas in Free China would provide ideal 
bases, only a few hundred miles from the 


centre of Japan, but the Chinese have been 
seeking in vain for nearly a year to obtain 
bombers and the necessary technical 
equipment for such landing fields. 

The closing of the Burma Road will 
make this undertaking vastly more diffi- 
cult, but it is still possible. 


Better Bases 


An even more satisfactory base for 
operations against Japan is to be found in 
the Soviet coast areas, But since Russia is 
not at war with Japan, this base is not 
available today. 

If Russia is to be brought into the Pa- 
cific war under circumstances favorable 
to the United Nations, we must do two 
things: 

1—Mobilize planes, ships, and men in 
Alaska to enable us to support a Russian 
attack; 

2—Open up a second front’in the west 
80 as to assure the defeat of Hitler. 

Russia has not said openly that it would 
enter the far eastern war on these condi- 
tion, but Maxim Litvinov's speech before 
the Overseas Press Club suggests that 
Moscow would welcome this type of 
strategy. 

Russia is under no illusions as to the 
necessity for defeating Japan. Its Far 
Eastern army is reported to be virttfally 
intact, but it dare not get involved in the 
east until Nazi pressure is relieved in the 
west, 


Shipping Resources 


Perhaps the greatest argument for such 
a plan of.action is that it would permit 
us to utilize our strained shipping re- 
sources with maximum efficiency. 

American supply lines to Europe would 
be 3,000 miles in length, those to Vladi- 
vostok between 4,000 and 5,000 miles, as 
against the 12,000 miles to the South 
Pacific. 

Although it is the only plan that offers 
real hope for victory in 1942, it ale 

ses a type of political and military col- 
aboration with the Soviet Union which 
does not yet exist. Progress is undoubtedly 
being made in that direction, but history 
will not wait, 

If the opportunities for dealing the 
Axis a enoekout blow which exist today 
are lost, they may not reappear.

Nous dé- 
clarons que nous accomplirons cette mission 
dans le respect des institutions de la France 
et que nous rendrons compte de tour nos 
actes aux représentants de la Nation Fran- 
gaise, dés que celle-ci aura la possibilité d’en 
désigner librement et normalement. 
Liordonnance du 24 Septembre 941 qui 
régit actuellement la France Libre aprés 
avoir, dans son préambule, relevé que “la 
Constitution et les lois de la République 
Francaise ont été et demeurent violées sur 
tout le territoire métropolitain et dans |'Em- 
pire,” précise dans son article premier, que 


Vorganisation nouvelle des pouvoirs publics 
vaudra “jusqu'é ce.qu’alt pu étre constituée 
une représentation du peuple francais én 
mesure d’exprimer la volonté nationale d'une 
maniére indépendante de l'ennemi.” 

Le 15 Novembre dernier, s’adressant aux 
Francais de Grande-Bretagne, le Général de 
Gaulle déclarait avec netteté: 

“Nous savons que l'immense majorité des 
Frangais, dans laquelle nous nous comptons, 
a définitivement condamneé, 4 la fois, les abus 
anarchiques d'un régime en décadence, ses 
gouvernements d'apparence, sa justice influ. 
encée, ses combinaisons d'affaires de prében- 
des et de priviléges, et l'affreuse tyrannie 
des maltres esclaves de l'ennemi, leurs cari- 
catures de lois, leur marché noir, leurs ser- 
ments imposés, leur discipline par délation, 
leurs microphones dans les antichambres. 
Nous tenons pour nécessaire qu'une vague 
grondante et salubre se léve du fond de la 
nation et balnie les causes du désastre péle- 
méle, avec l’échafaudage bati sur la capitula- 
tion. Et c'est pourquoj l'article 2 de notre 
politique est de rendre la parole au peuple, 
dés que les événements lui permettront de 
faire connaltre librement ce qu'il veut, et ce 
qu'il ne veut pas.”

ed from the south to the north, to 
Delhi and Punjab, 

India’s east cOast is a monotonous 
stretch of sand and swamp while 
the western or Malabar shores are 
rocky and _ picturesque.

Over Williams 


SARASOTA, Fla, March 14— 
(AP)—Everybody around the Bos- 
ton Red Sox camp is vastly relieved 
that Ted Williams’ case has reached 
a temporary breathing spell so they 
can get on with the main business 
of preparing for the American 
League baseball race, 

For a couple of days the hotel 
lobby looked like a convention of 
professional pallbearers. Everybody 
was wondering how the lone, un- 
happy kid whose draft status was 
deterred hy the President's Board 
would conduct himself. 

Now, happily, the tension has 
snapped. Williams, one of the 
game's greatest batters, has thrown 
himself into the conditioning pro- 
gram and his teammates are mak- 
ing a point of showing him they 
are on his side. 

Williams, object of a controversy 
that had been nation-wide for a 
week, made a dramatically good 
impression upon the crowd of news- 
papermen that surrounded him and 
peppered “him with questions after 
he drove in from Minneapolis. 
Several who frankly had been 
critical of Ted's apparent reluctance 
to rush into the army said they had 
changed their opinion after hearing 
him give his side of it 

The one that got them was when 
Ted said with obvious emotion: 
“Fellows, do you think if I didn't 
feel 1 was being absolutely honest 
that*! would face what I'm going 
to have to go through? Why if 
there's a crowd of 30,000 in the park 
and one man is riding me, he's the 
one I always hear.”

The committee completed passage 

of the treasury department esti- 
mates and the department of rail- 
ways and telephones (telephones 
branch), giving approval to a total 
of $3,957,000 in estimates, less a de- 
duction of $2,260,000 for reimburse- 
ments by the federal government 
on old age pensions and mothers’ 
allowances, The telephones branch 
estimates were $2,705,000 on income 
account and $122,000 on capital ac- 
count. 


In speaking to his motion to de- 
lete the treasury branch estimates, 
Mr. Walker said he felt the treasury 
j branches would show a loss of 
$450,000 to the Alberta 
in the year ended March 31, 
and that, in view of the need fer 
this money in wartime, the appro- 
priation was a “total waste.”

In every way, 
he must strive to gain their confi- 
dence so that in aNy time of 
stress he may more easily calm 
and reassure them and avert 
panic. 


“The warden is not a policeman 
or a fireman or a doctor, though 
his duties are related to theirs. He 
has a unique position in commun- 
ity life. It is a position of leader- 
ship and trust that demands an ef- 
fort not less than his best.” 

Wanted for warden duty in Ed- 
monton are men of around middle 
age, or younger men who either are 
physically unfit for active military 
service or who already have been 
rejected.

After inflammatory changes be-

Milly took the knitting and ex- 
amined it. This was the first time 
for many a day that anyone had 
asked her to do anything and her 
hand shook a little, “Let me finish 
this pair,” she said eagerly, “I'd love 
to do them.” 


THE BEGINNING 

That was the beginning. Mrs 
Burgess brought back a little note 
of thanks from the head of the cir- 
cle, and with it a request that she 
would make some hospital gowns 
for the Red Cross (Mrs. Burgess, 
member of the Red Cross Lookout 
committee, had reported the pre- 
sence of a sewing machine in 
Milly's room). The gowns were 
made swiftly and beautifully, and 
then one day the Red Cross super- 
intendent herself called, bringing 
copies of letters received from the 
hombed arens in England where 
Canadian Red Cross supplies had 
actually saved children’s lives. She 
took Milly with her down to the 
Red Cross depot, and with the tact 
that comes from experience, im- 
parted to Milly’s lonely heart the 
feeling that she belonged to some- 
thing eternal and indestructible— 
that great army of organized kind- 
ness which supersedes all boundar- 
ies and divisions, 

“So many of our women have 
family cares and can only give a 
few hours a week to Red Cross 
work,” said the superintendent, “so 
we consider you, with your skill 
and willingness, a great find for our 
organization here.” 

Then began, in earnest, the awak- 
ening of a human soul that had 
been crusted first, with shyness, 
and then with grief. In 1941 Milly 
made what I think must be a re- 
cord, for Canadian women. Tf have 
the list before me, but my readers 
would not believe that one woman 
could do so much in one year. How- 
ever, there is no doubting the re- 
cord, This shy little woman has 
gone all-out for Canada, and finds 
no day long enough for what she 
wants to do. She budgets her time, 
and ran on Daylight Saving long 
before it went into force across 
Canada, She knows there are miles 
of seams to be sewn, pounds of yarn 
to be turned into sweaters. She 
keeps herself in good health by her 
rigorous routine. She walks every 
day, breathes deeply, exercises be- 
fore an open window, eats spar- 
ingly. 

OUTLOOK HAS CHANGED 

Above all her outlook has chang- 
ed. She is no longer lonely, or shy, 
or sad, When she looks out of her 
windows now she sees something 
which belongs to her—her country 
—her country and Harry’s—where 
she was born, and her father and 
mother were born. The wooded 
banks of the rivev, the rows of lit- 
tle houses, the red and white garage 
at the corner of the street where 
the cars stop; the church on the hill 
and the school below where the 
children line up at the stroke of the 
bell. It is all hers. The people who 
walk the streets, the farmers who 
come in with their trucks, the de- 
livery vans and milk wagons, and 
boys on bicycles. They are all her 
people. 

When the Victory Loan parade 
went down the streets with the 
bands playing she stood at the 
street corner to see the men in uni- 
form pass, her eyes shining with 
pride, for she knows she is part of 
Canada’s defence. She belongs. 
She is needed. She is happy.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


A baby who is 8 months old de 
Serves more to eat than just a fv1me 
ula, cereal, orange juice and water. 


Despite her “fatness” which her 
mother does not identify by 
pounds, she is right in assuming 


that her diet needs improvement. 

A Reader writes, “My baby geis 
a can of evaporated milk plus 20 
ounces of water and two teaspow s 
of a sugar preparation. She gets 
three feedings and can have as much 
as she wants at a time 
she gets her cereal and orange 
juice. She crawls and pulls here 
Self up to chairs. 

“My 4-year-old weighs 37 pounds 
and though she has never been fat 
she is full of the Old Nick ! am 
wondering if she weighs enough” 

It would be better to give the 
baby the full benefit of all the milk 
in her formula instead of diluting 
it so generously. One can of milk, 
plus an equal amount of water 
divided into 3 fedings and any that 
is left over used as a pudding or on 
her cereal, 

But this is far from all she 
needs. What ,about sieved vege- 
tables? Egg yolk, soft-cooked or 
hard-cooked, and added to the 
vegetables? What about gelatine 
and milk puddings and liver soup 
and cottage cheese and sleved 
fruits? These are all permissable 
for a baby of this age. You should 
see that she is weighed once 
monthly until her first birthday 
to be sure her weight is all it 
should be. 

The older child is an average 
weight, but she might have a fuller 
diet, too. All the foods you give 
the baby can be fed to her in larger 


| quantities, and in greater variety of 

fruits and vegetables She should 
have meat, eggs, fish or chicken 
once daily

Bowen Refuses 
Special Warrant 


One of the special warrants sub- 
mitted last year by the government 
was refused last year by Lt. Gov.

Continued from Page Eleven 
cost to the public of the treasury 
branches this year, Hon, Solon E. 
Low said he could give expendi- 
tures and earnings but said it was 
“impossible to measure in dollars 
the value of some of the services 
given,” 

Angus Morrison, Labor, Edson, 
asked whether the system of paying 
the employees partly in trade 
claims Was compulsory and Mr 
Low replied that it was a voluntary 
agreement with the Civil Service 
Association 


OFFERS CRITICISM 

J. J. Bowlen, Lib, Calgary, said 
he felt that the employment of the 
large staffs of the treasury branches 
was “more or less of a relief situa- 
tion.” The expansion of the branch- 


es, he said, was “becoming serious”. 
“We will need that money a few 
years later and the time to stop the 
expenditures is now,” he said, 

Mr, Martin said he estimated the 
actual cost of the treasury branches 
for the current fiscal year was $548,- 
808, from which could be deducted 
earnings of $75,000, making a net 
cost of $473,808 

These costs, he said, were as 
follows: vote in the treasury de- 
partment estimates, $307,120; main- 
tenance of buildings, $28,898; one- 
third of the cost of a new provincial 
building at Edson, $11,500; altera- 
tions to the Edmonton office, $1,740; 
supplementary’ estimates, $32,800; 
five per cent bonus on trade-mark- 
ed goods, $166,700. 

This amount, he said, was about 
half the cost of all the provincial 
mental institutions, He said it 
would also cut in half the social 
service tax which is a_ provincial 
charge of three mills on all land in 
the province 


LOANING POLICY 

Andrew Davison, Ind, Calgary, 
asked if there had been any change 
in the loaning policy of the branch- 
es, Stating that he had a record of 
a loan on furniture and fixtures, 
while he had understood policy had 
been to lend only on stock, 

Mr. Low replied that there had 
been no change in policy and that 
all loan applications were con- 
sidered and passed on by a com- 
mittee. 

To a question by Lionel Tellier, 
Ind., St. Albert, the provincial treas- 
urer replied that the loans made to 
Alberta industries, up to March 6 
and since the branches had begun 
to make loans, totalled $464,000, 


TURNOVER TO DATE 


Mr. Low told Alfred Speakman, 
Independent group leader, that the 
turnover by the branches up to date 
was $100,750,313 and that deposits 
at December 31 last were $2,802,841 
with an added $1,000,000 of govern- 
ment accounts. 

Mr. Speakman said he believed 
the type of business done by the 
branches involved excessive admin- 
istration costs, due to the large 
amount of bookkeeping required. 

He added that the branches were 
absorbing an expanding proportion 
of the provincial revenue and that 
the continuing liability for deposits 
was an accumulation of debt against 
the province. 

He felt the branches should be 
closed as the time would come 
when, after the war, every dollar 
would be néeded- 

“Who will owe this liability and 
to whom will it be owed?” Alfred 


Hooke, S.C, Rocky Mountain, 
asked. 

“T believe it will be owing to the 
people who use the _ treasury 


branches, or the people who supply 
the goods purchased by trade claims 
or to the people of the province as 
a whole,” Mr. Speakman replied
